serious financial shortage. It is 
hoped that this switch will en- 
able more alumni and their fam- 
ilies to attend. 

The tentative schedule for 
Homecaming starts Friday even- 
ing, November 1, with the annual 
bonfire rally followed by the 
variety show, put on this year by 
the Alumni Association. The var- 
iety show has also been moved 
up to Friday night, because in 
the past when scheduled on Sat- 
urday afternoon it has not held 
enough interest, it is hoped that 
by holding it immediately after 


the bonfire rally will boost the 
attendance of what previously has 
been a very excellent but poorly 
attended show.

From there she 
went as senior geography teach- 
er to a co-educational high school 
in Birmingham, then she became 
senior mistress in charge of the 
Commercial Department at Mel- 
ton Mowbray County Technical 
College in Leicestershire. During 
this time, while studying for a 
higher degree, she began lectur- 


ing to adult groups on the geo- 


graphical] background of the war 
and on the educational issues be- 
ing discussed in England prior to 
the pass’ iw f the 1944 Faduca- 
tional Act. 

Miss Adams returned to Lon- 
dun shortly after the war ended 
and was appointed seneral in- 
spector of education in the coun- 
ty of Surrey,{ a post which she 
has held for over ten years). She 
has sole general superviscry 
duties in a division of over 80 
schools of all types and much 
general responsibility for selec- 
tion of pupils for higher educa- 
tion and for the appointment of 
teachers. 

As chairman of the Surrey Ed- 
ucation Research Association she 
promotes educational study as a 
part of the in-service stimulation 
of teachers, Miss Adams’ duties 
also include the organization of 
teachers’ courses and workshops.

SSC Graduate 
Fatally Shot 


Mr. and Mrs. Ansil Roberts of 
4204 57th street have received 
word that their son, Ensign An- 
sil Delphine Roberts died of gun- 
shot wounds June 29, while serv- 
ing with the Navy aboard the 
USS Mispillion near Formosa. 

The telegram stated that he 
died while serving his country. 

Roberts, better known as Del, 
was graduated from the Sacra- 
mento High School, the Sacra- 
mento Junior College in 1952, 
and Sacramento State College in 
1954. He majored in psychology 
and did graduate work un the 
SSC campus and at the Univcr- 
sity of Florida. 

Roberts was a member of the 
Press Club, and Alpha Phi 
Gamma, naional honorary jour- 
nalism fraternity, and served as 
sports editor on The Hornet. He 
was a member of the Arcade 
Baptist Church. 

Besides his parents, he is sur- 
vived by two aunts, Mary Som- 
mers and Gertrude Nolan both 
of Sacramento, and by relatives 
in Georgia.
